Is your craft beer habit getting expensive? Some 
Chicagoans are giving it up— and brewing their own

FOR REDEYE 

Shannon and Tim Green won’t invite any beer 
into the refrigerator that fails to meet their 
strict standards. 

Bell’s Oberon, a fruity wheat ale crafted in 
Michigan, is a regular on the guest list. New 
Belgium Mothership Wit, an organic brew from 
Colorado, is a VIP. Bud Light, Coors and Miller? 
Sorry, guys— craft beer only in this joint. 

There is just one drawback to the Merrionette 
Park couple’s discriminating taste. 

“It’s getting expensive,” Shannon, 30, recent- 
ly admitted to RedEye. 

The Greens earlier this month decided to 
pick up the hobby of home brewing in hopes of 
improving the quality of the beer they drink— 
and in turn reining in a budget bloated by $12 
six-packs of craft labels. So they enrolled in a 
beer-making class. 

Attracted by the cost savings, the promise of a 
winterproof hobby and, of course, the delicious 
results, more discerning drinkers in Chicago and 


nationwide are making their own beer and wine, 
industry experts say The movement has been 
further boosted in Illinois since the state raised 
liquor taxes almost three months ago. 

Tim Green, who plans to spend about $200 
on brewing equipment, said once he becomes 
proficient, he expects to spend about $50 on 
ingredients to make two cases of beer per batch. 
That equals roughly $1 per bottle of suds, a figure 
Green estimates will add up to a couple of hun- 
dred dollars in savings over the course of a year. 

In addition to the savings, Green appreciates 
the control he’ll have over every ingredient that 
is poured into his mug. 

“Eventually, we want to make all organic 
beer,” Green said during his recent course at 
Bev Art Brewer & Winemaker Supply a Beverly 
Park business that offers classes and sells mate- 
rials for making beer and wine. 

Money savings depend mostly on what kind 
of alcohol you’re drinking and where you’re 
drinking it, according to Gary Glass, director 
of the American Homebrewers Association, a

HOW DOES IT WORK? 

Home brewing is as complicated as you want 
to make it, said Gary Glass, director of the 
American Homebrewers Association. 

“If you can make soup at home, you can 
make beer at home,” he said. 

Described in the simplest terms, beer is 
made by mixing precise amounts of malt, 
hops, water and yeast. At home, it takes about 
two hours to prepare a basic batch. The 
mixture then ferments for two to four weeks 
before it is bottled. 

Wine is made by adding yeast to the juice 
from crushed grapes. The mixture takes 
about two hours to prepare before the wine 
ferments for six to 10 weeks. The wine is then 
bottled and aged to individual preference. 


group based in Boulder, Colo., that promotes 
DI Y beermaking. 

“{Home brewing is] definitely cheaper than 
going out to the bars,” he said. “Now, if you are 
regularly buying Keystone Light, you probably 
won’t be able to make it cheaper than buying it.” 


Nationally, the number of home brewers has 
doubled in the past five years, Glass said, and 
the demographics are trending younger. Before 
the boom of craft beers 10 years ago, the typi- 
cal home brewer was about 40 years old, Glass 
said. Now more than half of home brewers get- 
ting started in the craft are younger than 30. 

“They are looking for outlets for personal 
expression,” Glass told RedEye. “Home brewing 
is one of those areas where someone can abso- 
lutely control the product they are producing.” 

The popularity of home winemaking has par- 
alleled the growth of brewing beer over the past 
decade, according to John Pastor, president of 
the Fermenters International Trade Association, 
a Valrico, Fla. -based organization that promotes 
home brewing and winemaking. 

When Illinois decided over the summer to 
raise liquor taxes Sept. 1, Bev Art owner Greg 
Fisher noticed an influx of customers who 
wanted to know more about learning to make 
wine and beer. The fact that the tax bump was 
relatively little— roughly 3 cents on a six-pack

of beer and 13 cents on a bottle of wine— 
doesn’t matter to his customers. 

“Knowing you are saving money on the 
tax, it’s just an extra mark on why it’s good 
you’re home brewing,” he said. 

The initial rush has subsided, Fisher said, 
but he is gearing up for the traditionally busy 
winter months as temperatures plunge and 
customers look for more indoor activities. 

Jo and Mike Danehl of River North find 
making wine not only saves them about $7 
per bottle on what they usually buy in stores, 
but the complex hobby also serves as an 
activity they can enjoy as a couple. 

“I like to drink, and {Mike} likes the sci- 
ence,” said Jo, 40. 

And a hobby is what home brewing has 
to be, according to Illinois law. Making your 
own alcohol is legal— as long as it’s just for 
you and your friends. 

Making good beer and wine is an art, said 
David Bleitner, 26, who began brewing his 
own beer in college by boiling ingredients 


for hours on a hot plate in his dorm room. 
The goal at the time, the Lincoln Park 
resident said, was tinkering with recipes to 
increase the alcohol content in his beer. 

“The experimentation is probably my 
favorite thing about it,” said Bleitner, who 
most recently produced a Belgian farmhouse 
ale. “I make more obscure beers, something 
you can’t buy on the shelf.” 

The hobby does come with some sacri- 
fices, though. 

“Over time, you are saving straight cash, 
but you also have to count in the time invest- 
ment,” said Bleitner, who estimates he spent 
about nine hours each on the 26 batches he 
brewed in 2008. “For me, it’s an enjoyable 
thing.” 

For Erika Sarich, 32, of Joliet, who was in 
the Bev Art class with the Greens, learning 
to make beer is a practical exercise. 

“If there’s another Prohibition,” she said 
with a laugh, “at least we’ll know what to do.”

So it makes sense 
that in an age of skimpy cash-grab reissues, Gaga would buck the sys- 
tem with “The Fame Monster,” a deluxe version of her 2008 debut that 
comes equipped with eight new tracks. 

The New York dance-pop diva is even selling the extra tunes as a 
standalone EP to avoid ripping off early adopters; by major-label stan- 
dards, that’s more value than you can shake a disco stick at. 

In her music videos and live shows over the past year, Gaga has worked 
hard to demonstrate her creative ambition and stylistic range, and that

Mortenserigvoung 
co-star hit 'The Road’

Viggo Mortensen and Kodi Smit-McPhee have 
eaten bugs together. They’ve shivered through 
frigid winter air, fought off desperately hungry 
cannibals and walked side by side on the empty 
and dusty roads of some future, dystopian 
America. 

So when the two actors recently settled into 
a decidedly non-dystopian hotel suite at the 
Toronto International Film Festival to recall 
these challenging film experiences— which 
they faced while playing a father and son 
fighting to survive, in “The Road”(in theaters 
Wednesday) — they did exactly what you might 
expect. 

They got really, really sarcastic. 

Reporter: I sense there is still a father-son 
bond that exists between the two of you. 

Can you talk about that? 

Mortensen: (Gestures to Smit-McPhee.) 

You start. 

Smit-McPhee: OK. (Gestures to Mortensen.) 
He sucks. 

Mortensen bursts out laughing. 

Reporter: You both had to go to some tough 
emotional places in this movie. How did you 
turn that off once the take was done? 
Mortensen: He’d tell me I sucked. 
Smit-McPhee: Then he went back to his room 
and had a cry 

Even in their smart-alecky moments, it’s clear 
how much Mortensen, 51, and Smit-McPhee, 13, 
genuinely like each other. And that connection 


helps to elevate “The Road,” the long-awaited 
adaptation of Cormac McCarthy’s Pulitzer 
Prize-winning novel, above Hollywood’s parade 
of world- turned-hellish-nightmare movies. 

The two actors— one an Academy Award 
nominee and star of one of the most success- 
ful franchises in film history (“The Lord of the 
Rings”), the other a young Hollywood newcom- 
er from Australia— convince the audience that 
they really are family 

“Everything depended on that relationship,” 
says “Road” director John Hillcoat when asked 
his goal in casting his two leads. 

Smit-McPhee is an unknown commodity 
to most American moviegoers. After Hillcoat 
looked over what he describes as “thousands” 
of young actors, the youngster from Melbourne 
distinguished himself with a little help from his 
real-life father, actor Andy McPhee. 

After guiding the boy on their grueling, shared 
journey in “The Road,” Mortensen also seemed 
proud to usher him along another path: the one 
that leads to a long-lasting career in Hollywood. 

“I think it’s good, when you can, to be 
patient,” Mortensen said at one point when 
asked about how he chooses his parts. ‘And I 
think Kodi’s being patient. He’s trying to find 
roles together with the advice of his parents, 
particularly his dad.” 

“I’ve learned not to work with you again,” 
cracked Smit-McPhee, again in sarcastic teen 
mode, mock-rolling his eyes. 

“There you go!” Mortensen said. Then he 
smiled a proud-papa smile: “See what I mean? 
You learn a lot in this business if you want to, 
don’t you?”

The verdict: The humor comes and 
goes in “Fantastic Mr. Fox,” but a punchy 
spirit remains that makes this a zippy, 
reasonably enjoyable ride. The characters 
are vivid and the animation is delight- 
ful. So why didn’t I like the film more? 
Maybe because it always feels like a 
strange, herky-jerky experiment, with 
the story’s espionage elements fitting 
Anderson’s preferred subject matter but 
the style not suiting the director as well 
as, say, “Where the Wild Things Are” fit 
into Spike Jonze’s hands. 'You’ll spend less 
time laughing than sitting on the fence 
between entertained and confused about 
why this “Fox” never finds its stride.

Turkey with a Thai twist

Everyone loves the turkey sandwiches, the soup and the other leftovers in 
the days after Thanksgiving. It’s amazing how much meat is on a turkey It 


seems to last forever. So what do you do when the sandwiches and soup no 
longer appeal? Turn to this unusual way to use turkey and other leftovers of 


the feast. It’s a takeoff on Thai chicken curry, that spicy (but not too spicy, 



here at least), soupy, fragrant bowl of warmth. Got some leftover acorn 
squash? Dice it and throw it in the curry Excess green bean casserole? 
Chop the beans and add them too. Most other cooked vegetables also 
would do well in the dish. 

Thai-style turkey curry Makes: 4 servings 


INGREDIENTS 

» 8 ounces (half of a 
1 pound box) fettuccine 
»1 tablespoon vegetable oil 
» 5 green onions, sliced on 
diagonal 

» 3 cloves garlic, minced 
»1 teaspoon Thai green 
curry paste 

»1 can (15 ounces) chicken 
broth 

»V 2 of a 15-ounce can 
coconut milk 
» 2 cups cubed cooked 
turkey 

»1 cup each: cubed cooked 
squash, cooked green 
beans 

» 14 teaspoon salt 
» Grated lemon zest, 
chopped cilantro, optional 


DIRECTIONS 

» Heat a large pot of salted water to a boil; add 
fettuccine. Cook according to package directions. Drain. 
» Meanwhile, heat oil in a large skillet over medium heat. 
» Add green onions; cook, stirring, 1 minute. Add garlic; 
cook, stirring 1 minute. 

»Stir in curry paste; cook 30 seconds. Stir in chicken 
broth; heat to a boil. Cook 5 minutes to reduce slightly. 

» Stir coconut milk to mix in the cream at the top. 

Add to skillet. Reduce heat to low; cook 5 minutes. 

» Add turkey, squash, green beans and salt. 

Cook until turkey is warmed through, 5 minutes. 

» Serve over fettuccine in shallow bowls. 

» Garnish with lemon zest and cilantro. 

Tips: If you have more time, simmer the broth and 
spices together for 15 minutes to develop the flavor.

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The truth about germs 



Are the things you do to avoid 
the flu reasonable— or ridiculous?

Has all the HiNi flu talk got you buying 
Purell by the gallon and wishing you could 
live in a bubble for the next few months? 
Well, relax. You can’t avoid all germs even 
if you want to, and for most of us most of 
the time, our bodies do a great job fending 
off microscopic evildoers. 

Sometimes it seems there’s little we can 
do to dodge a cougher or sneezer— when 
you’re in an elevator, for instance. 

But there still are steps you can take. On a 
plane, ask the flight attendant to bring some 
tissues for the sneezer. Ask if you can change 
seats. Wash your hands, and as always try to 
avoid touching your eyes, nose or mouth. 

Droplets from a sneeze, by the way, can 
travel quite a distance: 3 to 6 feet. 

Still fretting? Here we rank germ-avoid- 
ing behaviors from sensible to over-the-top 
(stop flushing public toilets with your foot!), 
with comments from two experts: Rex 
Archer, director of the Kansas City Health 
Department, and Nina Shik, director of 
nursing practice and clinical excellence at 
the University of Kansas Hospital. 

» You re-spray and wipe down gym equip- 
ment, even if the person before you should 
have already done it. “You can’t assume that 
person has done it or done it thoroughly,” 
Archer says. 

» You bring your own mat to yoga class. 
Makes sense, Shik says. 

» You refuse to shake hands. “If you’re ill, 
then absolutely,” Archer says. Otherwise? 
Consider another greeting, such as the 


elbow bump. 

» You refuse to enter the home of someone 
who’s recently had H1N1. If the person is 
still coughing or has a fever, avoiding them 
is a good idea, Archer says. Still, “you could 
have the same risk at the grocery store or sit- 
ting at the movies or in church,” Shik says. 

» You use knuckles to touch elevator but- 
tons, ATMs, water fountains etc. But if you 
touch your eyes or nose with your knuckles, 
you haven’t helped yourself any Try using 
your elbow 

» You make flu- suffering kids at home wear 
face masks. The CDC recommends it. But 
putting a mask on a child who may be having 
trouble breathing? “That’s probably pushing 
it a little bit,” Archer says. Try separating sick 
kids from healthy kids. 

» You wipe down the handles of grocery 
carts. Most stores provide wipes. Plus, 
Archer points out, a kid with a soiled dia- 
per might have been just about where your 
hands are. 

» You reapply hand sanitizer once an hour. 
Depends on what you’re doing. In a work 
setting with common areas, frequent hand 
washing or use of sanitizer is a good idea. 

» You refuse to use public restrooms. “ You 
can use the restroom. You just need to wash 
your hands when you’re done,” Shik says. And 
remember: Wash for at least 15 seconds, get 
some friction going, and dry thoroughly 
» You use your foot to flush a public toilet. 
Teah, and “then you go home and put your 
feet on the sofa,” Shik says. One more time: 
Wash up after you do your business. 


For some living in the ‘apocalypse bubble/ the end is near 


MCT 

Dene McGriff wants to make sense out of the 
last days— the end of time. He has turned to 
the Bible. Others have turned to ancient calen- 
dars, prophecies and even movies. 

All see the same message: The end is near. 
McGriff, a retired Carmichael, Calif., busi- 
nessman, runs a Web site called Tribulation 
Network, which is devoted to Bible prophecies 
about the end of the world as we know it. 
“People are looking for answers; there’s a lot 


of anxiety right now,” said McGriff, 67. 

They have browsed for answers in an array 
of books on the subject, with titles such as 
“The Mystery of 2012” and “Time Storm 
2012.” They have watched for them in the 
movie “2012,” which earned more than 
$200 million worldwide in its first week. And 
they have perused the proliferation of Web 
sites like Me Griff’s. 

“We’re in an apocalypse bubble, in the same 
way that there was a real estate bubble and a 


dot-com bubble,” said John Hall, a sociolo- 
gist at the University of California, Davis. He 
doesn’t believe the end is near, echoing the sen- 
timents of other observers who either dismiss 
the interpretations or debunk them as scientifi- 
cally unsound. 

“But I think all this reflects fears people 
have,” he said. “They are nervous about what’s 
going on in the world.” 

Global warming. Pandemics and health 
scares. War in the Middle East. End-timers like 


McGriff say these are signs that we are living in 
the last days. “Look at the Bible,” he said. “It’s 
predicted.” 

Many credit, or blame, the current end-of- 
the-world interest in the examination of one 
ancient Mayan calendar— there are three — that 
some have interpreted to say that the world will 
end on Dec. 21, 2012. 

On that date, the Mayan “long count” calen- 
dar marks the end of a 5,126 -year era. The day 
also is the winter solstice.

The student places his hand on the disc. 
Fresh sets the tonearm down on a record rotat- 
ing on a second turntable. He starts the first 
record spinning as a percolating beat fills the 
classroom, then twiddles some knobs. 

“Bing, bing, boom. There it is,” Fresh says 
while showing the student the precise beat to 
stop the platter at. “Let’s hear it. Scratch a little 
so we can hear the top of it.” 

The student scratches the record, moving his 
left hand back and forth, then lets the disc go. 

“Perfect,” Fresh declares. 

A professional DJ since 1992, Fresh (real name 
Fredrick Schmid) is among the new teachers 
brought in by McNally Smith College of Music 
for a hip-hop studies program that school offi- 
cials say is the first in the nation. 

The private downtown St. Paul college— 
where rapper-actor Ice Cube already funds a 
scholarship for music technology studies— 
began the hip-hop program in September and 
hopes the first students, after completing a 


recorded project and a live performance, get 
their diploma certificates at commencement 
next summer. 

Even though hip-hop is only 30 years old, 
McNally Smith officials say the urban culture 
of rap has become a dominating commercial 
force and deserves serious study Students say 
they enjoy the chance to learn from established 
rappers and DJs. 

“What I like the most about it is there are 
actual artists teaching us, as opposed to just 
some guy coming in a suit and tie and being 
like, ‘This is what hip-hop is,’ ” said student 
Tim Wagner, 19, who came to McNally Smith 
to learn studio production and polish his MC 
skills. 

“They know what they’re talking about 
because they’ve done it.” 

McNally Smith is offering a full, 45-credit, 
three-semester hip-hop program. Courses 
include “Deejay Techniques,” “Diaspora of 
African Music” and “The Language of Rap 
and Spoken Word III.” The school hopes hip- 
hop graduates then will enter McNally Smith’s 
two- or four-year programs, where those stu- 
dents can apply some of their credits, said Cliff 
Wittstruck, dean of academic affairs. 


Program coordinator Toki Wright, a Twin 
Cities MC and poet, says the program aims to 
teach all the behind-the-scenes roles in hip- 
hop: promoters, DJs and producers. Classes on 
hip-hop business practices, music production 
and history are among the course offerings. 

“So you don’t have to be a great rapper to still 


receive a diploma,” Wright said. 

Toyosi Duroshola, the student working the 
turntable in class with Fresh, says he appreci- 
ates learning from a professional. 

“I’m able to learn this, make some money off 
of it,” Duroshola says. “This could actually turn 
into my passion, instead of being an MC.”
